OPENING OF THE NEWCHWANG 
RIVER. : 
The first steamer to arrive at Shanghai 
from Nowehwany this season was the O.N, 
Co.’s steamer HWenchow, Captain Young; 
reaching Shanghai .on Sutarday «night 
(April 5th). On the fleot of vessels arriv. 
lug at the entrance of the Lian, they found 
that the river had not been buvyed and 
that the lightship had nut anived, which 
rendered navigation very difficult and ob- 
liged the steamers tu proceed slowly ; many 
of them grounded frequently,: but they 
ewily got of We have been favoured 
with the following report from the W’en- 
chow, which. was. the first steamer ty leave 
Shanyhai for Newchwang. Sto left, Shang- 
ai ut: 3 am. on the 14th March aud ar- 
rived at Chefoo on the 16th, and Tientsin 
was reached on the 19th. Left Tientsin 
on the 2ist and proceeded to Newchwang ; 
at 7.16 pn. on the 22nd she encounter- 
ed a quantity of loose ico, whieh ob- 
liged- her to tlow down. At 8.30, p.m. 
un the same day, auchored at the en- 
trance of tho Lino river, At 5.30 am. 
on tho 28rd proeceded, there being no 
ico. After sumo difliculty in finding 
the channel, she crossed the bar at 
1 p.m on the same day in company 
with thy stesmors Newehwiny, Keongaung 
and Su: tow, and anchored off the Flagstaif 
Beacon at 7 am, on the 24th, where the 
Kuagpai-was found. _ Shortly after anchor- 
ing; tields of ice, three feet thick, came 
drifting down the river with the ebb tide 
and-stiuck aguinat the vessels with great 
furce, and junks anchored thore parted their 
huwsers, During tho day a custums oilicer

AN UNDERGROUNED OBSER- 
VATOR 


Professor John Milno, in the employ of 
the Jupancse Govornmont, hasestablisiied a 
subtorrancan observatory in the istand af. 
Takashima, and commoenend a serics of in- 
vestigations which will bo as interesting as 
thoy are novel, to tho scientific world, 
Takashima is small ‘island near Naganki, 
fut it contains the most Uxtensively worked 
coal mine in Japan. The underground 
passages antl galleries oxtend for a total 
length of seventy miles, and ace nob ouly 
beneath the iskimd but run far our under 
the-sea. 
cd in this colliery, and thay aro oxposud to 
more than the usual hazards of their oceu- 
pation,. Such is the. peenliar nature of the 
coal that chemient decomposition occasional 
ly takes placo, and this net_ouly raises the 
tuuperature to 100 deg, Fahrenheit, or 
hivher, but it disengnges dangerous gasce 
that cause loss of life before the miners enn 
recaivo warning to desert the shafts. 
Hitherto attempts to detact the generation 
of this gas in time havoc failed, although 
observation has shown that there is wrela- 
tionship botween the yas and tho buromet- 
tical pressure in the imino, One of the vb- 
jects of Professor Mfilne’s labors will bo tu 
ascertain hy experiment whether there aro 
any more trustworthy indications, -auch as 
sma earth tremors, of the escape of tho fire- 
damp. His experiments will also be di- 
rected to settlement of tho question whe- 
ther the approach of typhoons can be de- 
tected by earth tremors. These are known 
to be conitected with barometrical depres 
sions, nud at Manila are said to be as good 
indications of coming typboons as harome- 
trical variations, The electrical conditions 
bencath-the carth’s surface will.be another 
subject or inquiry nt the Takashima Qb- 
servatory. But perhaps tho most important 
of alk will be an investigation of the daily 
and avasonal” movemunts of the cavth'’s 
crust, and tho question hew far they are 
due to the rise and fall ofthe tides, Japan 
ig pre-eminently an carthquske country, 
and henco a goo! one in. which to pursue 
such inquiries as’ those in which Professor 
Milne is now engaged.
